There  was  also  discussion  of  a 
site  for  the  1994  convention,  and  it 
was  the  sense  of  the  division  to  hold 
it  in  the  Mid-lands.

Shreveport,  La.  -  More  than  two  years 
ago,  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  that 
burning  the  U.S.  flag  is  a  constitu- 
tionally protected  form  of  free  ex- 
pression. But  some  Southerners  aren't 
about  to  make  it  easy  for  protesters  to 
burn  another  flag  they  hold  dear:  the 
Confederate  Stars  and  Bars. 

Last  week  a  municipal  judge  in 
Shreveport,  La.,  sentenced  Ronald 
Hamilton  to  four  days  of  community 
service  for  torching  a  Confederate 
flag  outside  the  city's  courthouse  last 
July  to  protest  a  monument  to  Con- 
federate soldiers.  Since  the  city  has  no 
ordinance  prohibiting  flag  burning, 
Hamilton  was  found  guilty  of  violat- 
ing a  ban  on  illegal  burning.  Judge 
Lee  Irvin  told  Hamilton  that  if  he 
wanted  to  burn  the  flag,  he  should 
have  sought  a  permit. 

Hamilton,  who  insists  his  right  of 
free  expression  was  violated,  does  not 
accept  the  judge's  explanation.  Says 
he:  "The  process  to  get  a  permit  is 
designed  to  make  sure  that  no  one  gets 
one."  *

How  it  goes,  or  doesn't  go,  at  the 
Palmetto  Partisan 

The  last  issue  of  the  Palmetto  Partisan  was  a  little  late. 
We  had  intended  to  put  it  in  the  mail  by  the  end  of  November, 
but  due  to  the  Editor  catching  the  flu  and  the  crush  of  the 
holidays  most  of  you  did  not  get  it  until  after  Christmas.  To 
prove  that  nothing  goes  right  when  everything  goes  wrong,  about 
the  time  the  PP  was  set  to  be  mailed  the  Managing  Editor  advised 
that  the  computerized  database  which  prints  the  mailing  list 
had  been  corrupted  and  would  have  to  be  retyped.  All  of  it.  All 
824  names  and  addresses. 

Thus  the  Editor  and  two  other  men,  Mr.  Michael  Lemon  and  Mr. 
Gene  Hogan,  stepped  in  and  reentered  almost  all  of  the  names 
in  one  night  using  several  terminals  at  the  Editor's  business 
(I  had  to  buy  them  dinner  to  get  them  to  do  it)  .  Within  two  more 
days  the  remaining  names  were  entered  and  the  newsletter  was 
put  in  the  hands  of  the  U.S.  Postal  Service.  As  a  side  benefit 
the  mailing  list  is  probably  the  most  accurate  it's  been  in 
years . 

You  might  have  noticed  some  changes  in  the  design  of  the 
magazine  over  the  years.  Some  of  these  have  been  economic  or 
efficiency  oriented,  but  most  have  been  because  your  Editorial 
staff  have  been  learning  the  '  'business'  '  as  we  go.  The  result 
is  that  in  every  edition  we  see  problems,  mistakes  and  flaws 
which  we  try  to  correct  next  time. 

If  you  have  a  copy  of  the  magazine  from  a  few  years  ago  you 
may  notice  some  drastic  changes.  When  editorial  control  passed 
from  Bill  Cross  to  Christopher  Sullivan  in  the  mid-eighties 
production  consisted  of  one  electric  typewriter.  Now,  we  have 
access  to  the  some  of  the  most  sophisticated  desktop  publishing 
equipment  available. 

One  thing  that  hasn't  changed  is  the  staff's  commitment  to 
present  information  the  Division  needs  in  an  appealing  and 
readable  fashion.  Unlike  other  newsletters  in  the  Confedera- 
tion, we  have  avoided  becoming  a  polemical  mouthpiece  in  the 
occasional  factional  disputes  in  the  national  organization. 

As  the  division  has  grown,  however,  recruiting  has 
outstripped  our  ability  to  gather  the  news.  This  publication 
is  eager  for  stories  and  reports  from  the  rest  of  the  state. 
If  you  don't  see  something  in  here  about  an  event  in  your  area 
it's  probably  because  we  didn't  know  about  it .  Readers  comments

Folly  Beach  -  The  division  passed  a 
resolution  to  declare  May  Southern 
History   and    Heritage    Month.   The 
convention's  action  follows  close  on 
the   heels  of  a   letter  sent  to   Gov. 
Campbell  by  the  executive  council 
asking   him    to   do   so   by   executive 
order.  To  date  he  has  not  responded. 
The  resolution  reads  in  part: 
Whereas,  at  the  present  time  there  is 
no  officially  designated  month  for 
Southern  History  and  Heritage;  and 
Whereas,  Confederate  Memorial  Day 
falls  on  10  May  in  South  Carolina 
and    the    members  of   the   South 
Carolina  Division,  Sons  of  Confed- 
erate Veterans,  the  Palmetto  Bat- 
talion, and  the  United  Daughters 
of  the    Confederacy  observe  this 
day  in  honor  of  our  confederate 
ancestors;  and 
Whereas,  The  South  Carolian  Divi- 
sion Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans 
has  petitoned  the  Governor  of  South 
Carolina  to  officially  recognize  the 
month  of  May  as  "Southern  His- 
tory  and   Heritage"   month;  Now 
therefore, 
Be  it  Resolved  by  the  South  Carolina 
Division  and  the  Military  Order  of 
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the  Stars  and 
Bars,  in  con- 
vention 27 
March  1993 
that  the  month  of  May  shall  be 
designated  as  Southern  History  and 
Heritage  Month;  and  now, 
Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  call 
on  the  Honorable  Carroll  Campbell, 
Governor  of  South  Carolina  to  also 
recognize  this  designation  and  of-

Melvin  E.  Bradford,  Ph.D.,  author,  professor,  dedicated  South- 
erner, able  voice  of  conservatism,  and  Past  Historian-in-Chief  of  the 
Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans,  died  3  March  1993  in  Midland,  Texas 
of  complications  resulting  from  a  heart  attack.  Services  were  6  March 
in  his  native  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

Past  Commander-in-Chief,  and  fellow  Texan,  Ralph  Green 
described  Dr.  Bradford  as,  "A  model  for  friends,  students,  and 
readers,  he  left  a  magnificent  legacy  of  his  brilliant  writings 
demonstrating  his  unswerving  beliefs  and  unrelenting  defense  of 
truth  and  freedom." 

As  a  regular  contributor  to  the  Columbia  based  Southern  Partisan 
magazine,  Dr.  Bradford  had  strong  ties  to  South  Carolina.  He  also 
appeared  on  the  division's  televised  response  to  PBS's  "The  C.W.",  and 
he  was  featured  at  the  Greenville  camp's  "An  Evening  With..."  three 
years  ago.

Division  presented  numerous  awards 
to  Compatriots  and  others  at  this  years 
convention.  Many  of  the  awards  were 
part  of  an  inaugural  pro- 
gram to  render  greater  rec- 
ognition to  those  who  have 
rendered  particular  service 
and  achievement  to  South 
Carolina  in  the  last  year. 

The  Outstanding  Camp 
Award  is  in  its  third  year 
but  it  has  a  new  name:  the 
Robert  E.  Lee  Award.  This 
presentation  consists  of  a 
streamer  on  a  Confederate 
battleflag.  The  award  is 
presented  to  the  camp  rated 
the  most  outstanding  based 
on  a  numerical  values  of 
camp  activities  and  opera- 
tions. The  criterium  is  de- 
signed to  be  size  neutral  in 
order  to  equalize  participa- 
tion by  smaller  camps. 

To  encourage  camps 
to  collect  and  retain  a  per- 
petual record  of  their  ac- 
tivities the  Division  has 
instituted  the  Ellison  Ca- 
pers Scrapbook  award.  A 
ribbon  is  presented  to  the 
camp  with  the  best  scrap- 
book  of  its  activities  as  well 
as  local  history. 

Individuals  are  recog- 
nized in  several  ways  this 
year.  The  Stonewall  Jack- 
son award  is  presented  to 
the  camp  who  contributes 
most  to  the  goals  of  the 
Division,  the  activities  of 
his  camp,  and  the  preser- 
vation of  Confederate  his- 
tory. Nominations  are  made 
by  Division  staff  and  camp 
and  brigade  commanders. 
A  certificate  of  merit 
was  issued  to  ten  compatri- 
ots who  were  active  at  the 
Division  level.  Recognition 
was  also  given  this  year  to 
those  outside  the  Sons  of 
Confederate  Veterans  in 
South  Carolina.

Division  approves  constitutional  amendments 

Convention  authorizes  Inpsector  and  reforms  brigade  elections

The  following  constitutional 
amendments  were  considered  and 
passed  by  the  South  Carolina  Division 
at  the  convention. 

Brigade  Commanders 
Article  VI,  §  5 

Add  sentence,  line  two:  Conven- 
tion. The  Brigade  Commanders 
shall  be  elected  by  the  camps  of 
the  brigade  area  for  which  the 
candidate  is  to  serve.  If  a  com- 
mander... 

This  change:  will  better  define 
the  electors  of  the  brigade  position 
and  insure  that  those  he  will  serve  are 
his  constituents. 

Division  Inspector 
Article  VI  §  2 

In  addition,  he  may  also  appoint 
a  Judge  Advocate,  Inspector.  His- 
torian, Newsletter  Editor,  and 
such  Aides-de-camp  as  he  may 
deem  necessary. 
Article  VII  -  Duties  of  Officers 
The  Division  Inspector  shall  ob- 
jectively observe  division,  bri- 
gade and  camp  operations  for 
compliance  with  SCV  and  divi- 
sion constitutional  rules,  bylaws, 
orders,  policy  and  guidelines.  In 
his  official  capacity,  the  Inspector 
may  advise  and  assist  the  division 
commander,  executive  council,  or 
camp  commanders  with  problems 
involving  these  matters  for  the 
purpose  of  ensuring  compliance 
and  improving  overall  SCV  op-

erations.  The  Inspector  shall  also 
receive  and  investigate  all  legiti- 
mate concerns  or  grievances  con- 
cerning SCV  business  from  any 
compatriot  or  camp.  He  will  pro- 
vide a  written  report  with  his 
findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  division  commander  or  ex- 
ecutive council  on  any  official 
investigation  or  inspection.  In  his 
official  capacity,  the  Inspector 
shall  have  the  authority  to  request 
information  required  for  investi- 
gations or  to  validate  compliance 
with  official  SCV  and  Division 
rules  and  policy.  He  will  speak  for 
the  commander  or  the  executive 
council    when    working    directly 


under  their  specific  orders.  The 
Inspector  may  also  assist  the  divi- 
sion commander  and  executive 
council  in  additional  duties  fall- 
ing in  his  general  area  of  respon- 
sibility. 

The  addition  of  this  position  will 
provide  for  an  objective  advisor  and 
trouble-shooter  for  the  division,  bri- 
gades and  camps,  and  an  objective 
third-party  observer,  or  investigator, 
for  any  problems  or  grievances  which 
might  arise.  The  position  of  Inspector 
is  neither  designed  nor  intended  to  be 
a  policeman.  As  the  Inspector  is  not  a 
voting  member  of  the  executive  coun- 
cil, he  does  not  have  enforcement  or 
punitive  powers.  >5"

[    J  n  Sunday  morning,  28  March,  a  memorial 
service   was   held    for   the   men   of   C.S.S. 
Hunley  by  some  fifty  people  who  had  attended 
the  South  Carolina  Division  convention. 

Inside  the  convention  hall  Dr.  Terry  Rude, 
Division  Chaplain,  lead  a  worship  service  dedi- 
cated to  the  brave  souls  who  ere  wed  the  Confederate 
submarine.  After  a  solo  rendition  of  the  old  hymn  "It 
Is  Well  With  My  Soul,"  Chap.  Rude  brought  a  brief 
sermon  based  on  the  text  of  Romans  iii. 

In  his  remarks  he  suggested  that  if  the  great 
Christian  leaders  of  the  Confederacy 
-  President  Davis  and  Generals  Lee, 
Jackson  and  Stuart  -  could  come  back 
briefly  to  the  earth  and  address  us, 
they  would  ask:  "Is  it  well  with  your 
soul?"  "Indeed,  they  would  thank  us 
for  what  we  do  in  defending  the 
Confederate  cause,  "  Chap.  Rude 
admonished  the  congregation,  "but 
their  major  concern  would  be  our 
relation  to  their  God  through  Jesus 
Christ."  He  went  on  to  say,  "It  is  only

'well  with  our  soul'  if  we  have  personal  faith  in 
Him." 

When  the  worship  service  was  ended,  the 
congregation  made  its  way  to  the  seawall  at  the 
edge  of  Folly  Beach.  An  honor  guard,  consisting 
of  Hugh  Means,  Terry  Grissop,  and  Chap.  Rude, 
made  it's  way  to  the  water's  edge  bearing  a  wreath  to 
lay  in  honor  of  Hunley's  men.  As  the  honor  guard 
stood  at  attention  Com.  Brown  addressed  the  group 
concerning  Hunley  and  her  crewmen.  The  honor 
guard  then  about  faced  and  Cmt.  Grissop  advanced 
the  wreath  out  into  the  surf,  where  it 
was  laid  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  and 
awe.  As  the  honor  guard  came  to 
attention  and  saluted,  with  the  me- 
morial wreath  tossing  in  the  foam  of 
the  Atlantic,  many  a  heart  beat 
faster,  and  many  a  throat  felt  a  lump. 
It  seemed  as  though  the  rolling  waves 
had  somehow  been  made  sacred  by 
those  who  lay  beneath  them.

Or,  "How  a  Charleston  Belle  solved  the  case  of  the  'Missing  Marines."'     ~

Charleston  -  For  forty- five  years  no 
one  knew  or  hardly  cared  about  the 
corporeal  remains  of  what  had  been  a 
cemetery  for  men  who  died  in  the 
service  of  the  Confederate  States 
Navy.  They  had  been  interred  in  a 
cemetery  on  the  Charleston  peninsula's 
west  side.  But  now,  the  graves  were 
invisible,  unknown  and  forgotten. 
Almost. 

Who  ya'  gonna'  call? 

Seven  years  ago,  however,  it 
occurred  to  Mrs.  Wendy  Burbage  that 
a  Sailor's  Monument  was  a  little  out  of 
place  in  the  Soldier's  Ground  at  Mag- 
nolia Cemetery  in  Charleston,  the 
final  resting  place  of  over  1,000 
Confederate  Infantry,  Artillery  and 
Cavalry  troops.  She  was  told  that  the 
monument  and  the  graves  had  been 
moved  when  the  city  of  Charleston 
needed  room  for  the  construction  of 
Gen.  Johnson  Hagood  stadium  in  the 
late  1940's. 

The  thirty -six  Confederate  sail- 
ors and  Marines  whose  names  were 
etched  on  the  monument  were  not  re- 
interred  in  Magnolia.  So  where  were 
they?  This  question  began  a  search 
which  was  to  be  full  of  disappoint- 
ment and  discouragement  but  which 
Mrs.  Burbage  pursued  with  a  bulldogs 
determination 

The  search  begins 

The  fruits  of  those  efforts  were 
finally  reaped  on  12  March  1993 
when  the  Citadel  authorized  the  ex- 
cavation to  begin.  A  large  group  of 
volunteers  were  enlisted  from  the 
Secession  camp,  the  10TH  SOUTH 
Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry, 
25th  South  Carolina  Volunteer 
Infantry,  Charleston  Chapter  Num- 
ber 4,  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy, and  one  member  of  Rev. 
Dr.  John  Johnson  Chapter  616,  Chil- 
dren of  the  Confederacy  to  help  with 
the  search.  Brockington  &  Associates, 
an  independent  archeological  firm, 
donated  its  resources  to  the  project, 
and  dozens  of  other  firms  had  donated 
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services  or  material. 

The  dig  began  on  Friday  after- 
noon on  the  left  side  of  the  tract 
marked  out  on  the  parking  lot  by  Ted 
Banta  and  bis  crew.  They  had  dug
